This 
makes an absorbing story, but woven into it is a 
human document that is unique in the annals of 
modern history. This is the intimate diary of Ching 
Shan, for many years the Controller of the Em- 
press’s household, a kinsman of the imperial family 
and the friend and confidant of the Empress Dow- 
ager herself. During the Boxer war, after the entry 
of the allies into Peking, Ching Shan was murdered 
by his son, and his diary was just rescued in_time 
to save it from being burned by a party of Sikhs. 
The diary is a full and confidential record of the 
palace events during the last eight months of the 
writer’s life, and besides throwing much light on the 
character and acts of “the Old Buddha,” as the 
Empress was familiarly called by the Court, it con- 
tains a pathetic record of the old man’s perplexities 
and troubles. Mr. Bland was for years in_ the 
Chinese Government service under Sir Robert Hart.

POSTAL PROGRESS. 


PosTat progress is in the air, and indeed 
the air is cleared for it by the remarkable 
and business-like showing which the Post- 
master-General’s report makes for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910. The revenues are 
$224,128,657, as against $203.562,383, and the 
expenditures $220,077,224, as against $221,- 
004,102 in 1908-o9—thus the deficit of $17,- 
441,719 is cut to $5,848,567. This is owing 
not only to the great increase of revenue, 
but also to the remarkable economy which 
the Postmaster-General, largely by his per- 
sonal exertion, has accomplished, despite an 
increase of over 1500 in the number of post 
offices and 515 new rural free delivery routes, 
and increases of over $3,000,000 in salaries 
and wages. Mr. Hitchcock has shown what 
can be done by a real Director of Posts, as 
provided for in the proposed reorganization 
bill, and he is entitled to hearty congratula- 
tions. 

The Postmaster-General has experienced a 
change of heart as to second-class matter, and 
specifically disclaims the present intention to 
increase the rate generally, but unfortunately 
he has committed the President as well as 
himself to the petty detail of differentiating 
the rate by advocating a higher charge for 
advertising than for reading matter with re- 
spect to magazines only. This suggestion, 
made in the Penrose Commission report, but 
afterward abandoned, is likely to prove futile 
and fruitless, for it will find little favor with 
Congress, the publishers or the public. It 
originated in some measure, though this is 
probably unknown to the President and pos- 
sibly to the Postmaster-General, in the desire 
of Congress to get even with the muck- 
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raking magazines, but it will hit such period- 
icals as the Century, the Review of Reviews 
and the Outlook as hard as the cheap maga- 
zines; and of course this revenge is not a 
present motive. The plan would yield little 
revenue, and would be as cumbersome and 
complicated to the department as to pub- 
lishers. It will die a natural death. 

The Postmaster-General has committed the 
administration to the development of a par- 
cels post on rural free delivery routes, and 
he adopts the arguments which have been 
made to him for the “full wagon,” which he 
estimates would yield approximately five mil- 
lion dollars additional revenue, without addi- 
tional expenditure, thus wi, ing out the deficit 
which even without fresh legislation will 
probably be offset by continuing increase of 
revenue and the further result of Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s economies. Possibly a four-cent in- 
stead of a five-cent initial charge would be 
more in consonance with other postal rates. 
This would .certainly be the first step towards 
a general parcels post, and it is to be re- 
gretted that the Postmaster-General does not 
yet favor a consolidation of third and fourth 
class matter, or even a reduction of the do- 
mestic rate to the foreign rate of twelve 
cents a pound on merchandise. 

The Postmaster-General proposes a return 
to an official stamp, to limit and replace the 
franking privilege. This plan, though aban- 
doned after the first experiment, would put 
the accounts of the department in a more 
business-like shape and would develop a third 
factor in turning the seeming deficit of the 
department into a surplus, thus giving postal 
progress a positive basis which could not be 
disputed. In making the rather ridiculous 
suggestion that a higher rate on magazine 
advertising might permit the reduction of 
first-class postage to one cent an ounce, the 
Postmaster-General would seem to be less 
wise than politic, if in fact there is any sub- 
stantial public sentiment evident in its favor. 
This is of course an ultimate aim of postal 
progress, but to adopt it now would give 
away the largest single asset of the depart- 
ment, and by involving a possible immediate 
reduction of revenue exceeding $30,000,000, 
jeopardize postal progress in every direction. 
The wiser proposition might be to increase 
the two-cent limit to four ounces, thus pro- 
viding a comprehensive unit of rate. 





Tue short session has often been made 
fruitful of important measures of a non- 
partisan character, especially under an im- 
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pending change of party control. 
publicans cannot wisely leave to the Demo- 
crats, nor can the Democrats wisely refuse 
to co-operate in, the passage of bills evidently 
in the general interest, which do not require 
long drawn out debate. It should therefore 
be possible to pass at this session three if not 
four postal measures to which there would 
be no public opposition. 

(1) The reorganization bill providing for 
a Director of Posts, etc., with the omission 
of the postal court and of the complex and 
detailed provisions as to bookkeeping and 
classification, which should be left to the de- 
partment. 

(2) A rural parcels post, as proposed by 
the Postmaster-General, possibly with the 
inodification of a four-cent instead of a five- 
cent initial rate, as more compatible with 
general postal rates. 

(3) A first step toward a general parcels 
pest, preferably by the consolidation of third 
and fourth class matter within the present 
limits of weight as advocated by so many 
Postmasters-General, or at least the lower- 
ing of the domestic charge on merchandise 
to the foreign merchandise rate of twelve 
cents a pound, and with authority to the 
FPostmaster-General to make specified exten- 
sions as to weight limits, possibly with graded 
charges on the zone system used in Germany 
and as respects freight by our own railroads. 

(4) It would be to the large advantage of 
Congressmen as well as of the department if 
a measure, making all postmasterships busi- 
ness and not political offices, could be passed, 
but this would involve too much debate and 
opposition to make it practicable at this ses- 
sion. 

At least the indicated steps in postal pro- 
gress would seem to be possible as well as 
desirable, under skillful leadership, as pro- 
ducts of the Sixty-first Congress, leaving 
plenty for the Sixty-second Congress to do. 





THE notice reprinted elsewhere in this issue 
of Tue PusiisuHers’ WEEKLY of the forth- 
coming sale of the library of Robert Hoe 
marks an important epoch in the history of 
New York City as a world market for rare 
books. 

As lately as last spring the following para- 
graph was printed in the preface to a cata- 
logue issued by a well-known New York 
dealer: “In another ten years or less Amer- 
ican collectors will find they will have to 
compete strongly in this market with English 
buyers. This is good news for the present 
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owners of rare books, for the buyers of to- 
day and their heirs.” 

The conservative limit of ten years has 
been shortened to about as many months. 
We think the executors of the Hoe estate 
may be safely congratulated upon their wis- 
dom in selecting New York City as the mar- 
ket for the property. We may also congrat- 
ulate the Anderson Auction Company for 
their energy and ability in securing the sale. 

An illustration of the folly, to say nothing 
more of illegal combinations, is that the ex- 
istence of the unscrupulous combination in 
the English auction rooms, known as the 
‘““Knock-out,” had a great deal to do with the 
refusal of the executors to send the books 
abroad. In this country no such organized 
band exists, and the auction business, both 
upon the part of buyer and auctioneer, is con- 
ducted upon a high plane. 





HOLIDAY BOOK PUBLISHING. 


A GRATIFYING feature of the book publishing 
season, says the Springfield Republican, as sur- 
veyed in part in the Republican’s special book 
number, last Saturday, is the larger propor- 
tion of books of substantial valuc offered, and 
the small proportion of catchpenny publica- 
tions put forth to meet the uncritical holiday 
demand. That the Christmas trade has been 
a demoralizing influence many publishers have 
been ready to grant. It is pleasanter as well 
as wholesomer to meet a sincere need than 
to cater to caprice, and the holiday trade has 
always been capricious. It has in large part 
consisted of selling books to people who do 
not want them, and buy them to give to some 
cne else who it is hoped may be pleased. 
Now the spirit of giving is admirable, and 
what can be a safer or pleasanter gift than an 
attractive book? Yet at Christmas there are 
many friends to be supplied, and shopping 
consumes at the best much time. Few can 
appraise closely the real value of every pres- 
ent they bestow. Something must be left to 
chance, and it is inevitable that multitudes of 
books have to be bought by snap judgment, 
on the strength of their looks. What has a 
gay, cheerful, fresh appearance is apt to go 
off well, and it must sometimes have seemed 
to a conscientious publisher that his holiday 
business was not very different from that of 
the astute trader who swaps pretty glass 
beads for gold and ivory. 

But the publishers are to be given credit 
for trying steadily to bring up the quality of 
their wares, and to put stuff of real value in- 
side of the most lavish red-and-gilt exterior. 

t is hopeless to try to make every book pub- 
lished a work of genius—there are not 
enough geniuses to go around. But there is 
a great difference between good honest work, 
that tries to be helpful, instructive and pleas- 
ing in a worthy way, and the book that is 
planned to trick the buyer like a basket of 
peaches with a false bottom and a layer of 
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artfully selected showy fruit on top. It would 
be too much to say that the worthless holiday 
book is extinct, but the showing of the season 
is distinctly creditable. It is only needful to 
consider the varied list of important memoirs, 
historical studies, books of travel, and hand- 
some illustrated editions of standard works, to 
find bocks of substantial value well suited 
for the special demand of the holiday season. 

Literature proper, of course, knows noth- 
ing of holiday or other seasons, and has little 
to do with the publishing trade. The poet 
writes when he is in the mood; the novelist 
writes nearly all the time. The coming of the 
occasional book that really counts cannot be 
predicted, often cannot be discovered till 
long after the fact. In this sense the current 
year may seem unimportant for American 
literature. If a masterpiece has appeared it 
has escaped reviewers who for all their ill- 
reputation would give a great deal to find and 
celebrate an authentic masterpiece. Very 
likely few of the books appearing now have 
the faintest chance of immortality, though no 
one can be sure even of that, for if oblivion 
blindly scattereth her poppies, no less blindly, 
it sometimes would seem, does fame strew 
her laurels. Few in Goldsmith’s day could 
have dreamed that in the twentieth century 
artists would still be embellishing “The Vicar 
of Wakefield.” It may be that the one im- 
portant literary fact of 1910 is a birth, or the 
struggles of some still unknown writer to 
finish his book and find a publisher for it. 
Literary history concerns mainly the lives 
and vicissitudes of authors, and these are 
obscured in our day by the impersonal pub- 
licity of the great and solidly organized pub- 
lishing trade. 

There is the more reason for congratula- 
tion that the increased resources and directive 
ability of publishers are being turned to the 
manufacture of a standard, honest article, as 
good as can be provided for the money. The 
publisher cannot work miracles, he cannot 
summon a genius any more than a genie to do 
his bidding. But on the other hand he can 
maintain a standard, and the standard is in 
miany respects being raised. He can reject 
trash and whatever hurts morals or spoils 
taste. He can insist that every book bearing 
his imprint be a creditable performance in 
which buyers will not too late be disap- 
pointed. He can try to educate the public 
year by year to appreciate sensible thinking, 
good writing, artistic typography and bind- 
ing, and the most meritorious pictures that 
can be secured. In most of these respects 
the average is being raised, and specially 
gratifying has been the improvement, during 
the past three or four years, in the artistic 
merit of holiday editions, specially those with 
elaborate illustrations in color. The glaring 
effects and the incongruities which marred 
the earlier experiments in this interesting 
new field are being gradually eliminated, and 
the publishers have been finding a new style 
of typography which matches well with the 
sumptuous effect of the colored pilates. In 
fact, despite a great deal of crude work 
which still survives, there is reason to hope 
for a notable development of artistic book- 
making in the near future. 





PROPOSED SALE OF THE HOE 
LIBRARY. 


It can now be announced positively that 
the great Robert Hoe library will be dis- 
persed at auction, under the management of 
the Anderson Auction Company, of New 
York City. The first sale will take place in 
February in the company’s new and more 
spacious premises, at the corner of Madison 
Avenue and Fortieth Street, which are now 
being made ready for their removal early 
next year. All American collectors, libra- 
rians, and book dealers should be pleased 
that the executors have decided to dispose 
of the great library here, instead of sending 
it abroad. American collectors have been re- 
sponsible for the high prices otf rare books, 
and there can be no doubt that the keenest 
competition will be attracted by such a sale. 
English and Continental collectors will send 
over representatives, and new high records on 
great books may be expected. 

Mr. Hoe, in his fifty years of book collect- 
ing, covered a wide field, and his library, the 
most valuable private library in the world, 
includes rare books in almost every depart- 
ment. It will, however, not be sold by de- 
partments, but the first portion, to be sold in 
February, will include a representative selec- 
tion from the various departments: manu- 
scripts, early-printed books, books in fine 
bindings, French books, Americana, first edi- 
tions, etc. 

The fifteen volumes of Mr. Hoe’s privately 
printed catalogue enumerate 13,030 titles, 
forming 20,962 volumes. This does not in- 
clude the illuminated manuscripts, a very im- 
portant and extremely valuable section, and 
the one in which Mr. Hoe took the greatest 
personal pleasure. The library, we may pre- 
sume, comprises upwards of fifteen thousand 
titles, and its value may be estimated at some- 
thing approximating two millions of dollars. 

Commenting on the sale of the Hoe library 
the Nation adds that no such library has ever 
been dispersed at auction in recent times 
The Sunderland Library, removed from Blen- 
heim Palace, sold by Puttick & Simpson, 
1881-1883, comprised 13,858 lots, and brought 
a total of £65,581 6s. William Beckford’s 
library, sold by Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, 
in 1882-1883, comprised 9837 lots, and brought 
a total of £73,551 18s. More recently, Lord 
Ashburnham’s library, sold in 1897-1808 by 
Sotheby, Wilkinson &-Hodge, contained 4075 
lots, and brought a total of £62,712 7s. 6d. To 
this may be added the Ashburnham manu- 
scripts, sold in 1901, 628 lots, bringing £33,- 
217 6s. 6d., making a total for the collection 
sold at auction of fos,029 14 s. Earlier than 
this, shortly after death of the Earl of Ash- 
burnham, the British Museum had purchased 
a portion of the manuscripts (the Stowe col- 
lection), paying £45,000 for them. Another 
portion (from the Libri collection) was pur- 
chased by the French government in 1888 for 
£24,000, and others were sold privately. It 
has been estimated that altogether something 
more than £160,000 may have been realized 
for the entire Ashburnham collection of books 
and manuscripts, between five and six thou- 
sand lots. 
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But the Hoe collection, with its fifteen or 
sixteen thousand lots, pales besides the great 
Richard Heber library, which was sold in 
thirteen sales in 1834-1837, the catalogues de- 
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the death of the latter to the bookseller, 
Thomas Osborne, in 1742. For this great 
library, which contained about 400,000 books 
and pamphlets, Osborne paid £13,000, which

mother-with-the-basket, or the four-bits from 


_ father-in-a-hurry, in exchange for the tablet, 


or the papeterie, or the loose leaf note book. 

The chances of doing it on a 100 point basis 

are about as follows: , ; 
“Goods under counter, one chance in 4 


| hundred—customer may call for it; goods on 


shelf, ten chances in a hundred—customer 
may see and call, or clerk may see and be 
reminded to suggest; goods on display table, 
fifty chances in a hundred—will be seen by 
both customer and clerk and is a suggestion 
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to each; goods in window, one hundred 
chances in a hundred—goods are already sold 
and customer has only to come in to order 
them wrapped up, and unless the store is 
dirty or the clerk impudent, the money. is 
practically in the till. 

“The writer appraises the window space 
for school supplies, Christmas gifts, or any 
other goods at one hundred times that of any 
equal size space in the store. 

“A story in figures: 

“A given store 25x 100 has 2500 square 
feet of floor space; two windows 5x10, 100 
square feet window space. ‘This window 
space is 1-25 of total space. The rental is 
$100. Average cost of every hundred feet of 
space is $4. Thus the window space on the 
average is worth $4 as against for the 
rest of the store. Actually the window space 
is worth $80 to $20 for the rest of the store. 

“This is for retail stores in the smaller 
cities. Why, then, don’t we have better win- 
dows, and why don’t we take better care of 
the windows we have? 

“On the hundred point basis of influence, 
newspaper advertising is ten, the window the 
other ninety; road advertising is ten, the 
window the other ninety; novelty advertising 
is ten, the window is the other ninety. 

“T am not an advertising sharp, but this is 
the way I have sized it up as applying to re- 
tail stationery stores in small towns.”

BOOK PRICES CURRENT. 
New York, December 6, 1910. 
To the Editor of The Publishers Weekly. 

WitH interest I read the communication 
signed “One of Them” re—the “Book Prices 
Current,” which appears in THe PusBLIsHERS’ 
WEEKLY of December 3. 

There is undoubtedly much dissatisfaction 
among the better informed bookmen regard- 
ing this publication. 


It hurts their business in more ways than 
one, both in buying and selling, and what is 
even more exasperating, it gives for a few 
dollars per annum the knowledge which has 
taken them many years to obtain to any who 
can afford to purchase a copy of the work. 
In travelling in distant parts of the country 
I have been struck with surprise in many in- 
stances to find second-hand furniture dealers 
and junkmen possessors of the publication. 
In such cases it is an utter impossibility to 
do any business with this class of merchant. 
He or they imagine that because a copy of a 
book sold for a high figure in a sale of much 
importance that their copies [often in inferior 
condition] must be worth at least as much. 
The most distressing thing about the publica- 
tion of “Book Prices Current” is however, 
the fact that it is compiled by one of the 
profession, he thereby doing inestimable 
damage to his own friends. The auction- 
eers are by no means [as seems to be the 
general impression] anxious to have the 
prices realized in their salesrooms listed; but 
they are compelled to do so, or at any rate 
cannot help themselves in the matter, as the 
prices can be secured by the compiler with- 
out their assistance. As regards the prices 
listed, they are as much a guide to the dealer 
who knows his business as a German diction- 
ary is to the student of Spanish. 

The writer has spent many years in the 
second-hand book business, but has never yet 
subscribed to this work, and will never do 
so. Any bookman who is worthy of the name 
should know the values of his wares without 
the assistance of a guide of this character. 

I feel strongly in this matter, and am 
pleased to see that some one has at Jast taken 
the initiative to at least attempt to curb this 
growing evil. 

There is but one way to get around this, 
and that is to do as I have done, and carry 
on business without these “aids” to book 
values.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


CuHartes J. BetrraAmy, founder and pub- 
lisher of the Springfield Daily News, died 
last Monday, aged fifty-nine. He was born 
at Chicopee Falls, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1876. In 1880 he founded the Daily 
News. Mr. Bellamy was the author of sev- 
eral books, and the late Edward Bellamy, 
author of “Looking Backward,” was a 
brother. 


Dr. Emit Reicu, author and lecturer on 
history, died December 11. He was born at 
Eperjes, Hungary in 1854, studied at Prague 
and Budapest and was graduated from Vi- 
enna University. He spent many years in the 
leading libraries of Europe, and, finding books 
unsatisfactory, he determined to travel so as 
to complement the study of books with the 
study of realities. He spent five years in the 
United States, four years in France, and for 


| the greater part of the last fourteen years he 


lived in England. Dr. Reich lectured at Ox- 
ford, Cambridge and London universities, 
and represented England in the Venezuelan 
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boundary dispute. He wrote extensively on 
literature, art and travels, some of his works 
including “A History of Civilization,’ “His- 
tory of Hungarian Literature,” “Handbook 
of Geography,” “Atlas of Modern History,” 
“Fundamental Principles of Evidence,” “Im- 
perialism,” “Failure of the Higher Criticism 
of the Bible,” “General History of Western 
Nations” and “Plato.” 


PERIODICAL NOTES. 


Tue headquarters of the House Beautiful 
Magazine have been moved from Chicago to 
New York. The new offices will be located at 
315 Fourth Avenue. 


Tue Pittsburgh Morning Post and the 
Evening Sun, owned by the same company, 
have been placed in the hands of a receiver. 
The Post and Sun were the only Democratic 
papers in Western Pennsylvania, but have 
frequently been accused of not hewing along 
strictly Democratic lines. 


Tue San Francisco Sun, the one-cent daily, 
which made its appearance in September, has 
suspended publication. The Sun was San 
Francisco’s first one-cent newspaper venture. 
The chief cause of its death seems to have 
been the fact that it was on the wrong side 
of the political campaign this year. 


The Red Book Magazine for January will 
contain as its leading literary feature George 
Bernard Shaw’s latest play, “The Dark Lady 
of the Sonnets,” in which Shaw introduces 
the “dark lady” of the Shakespeare legend, 
Shakespeare himself and Queen Elizabeth. 
The play is in many respects one of the 
cleverest things Shaw has ever written. 


Or most interest to publishers perhaps in 
the December issue of Printing Art is Harry 
Lyman Koopman’s article on “The Typogra- 
phy of Text and Comment,” illustrated with 
early examples. The leading article of the 
issue is one on “The Watermarking of Pa- 
pers,” by Sidney A. Kimber, illustrated by 
examples of English, Italian and American 
watermarks, reproduced in half-tone and 
color. Also, “A Plea for Old Types,” by 
William Henry Baker; and “Architectural 
Illustration,” and Christmas card forms and 
displays. 


WirTH the appearance of the Political Sci- 
ence Quarterly for December, 1910, this stan- 
dard review completes its twenty-fifth year 
of existence. The one hundredth number, 
like the first, appears under the managing 
editorship of Professor Munroe Smith, of 
Columbia University. Professor F. J. Good- 
now, who contributed an article to the first 
number, furnished the first article in this 
issue, “The Legislative Power of Congress 
under the Judicial Article of the Constitu- 
tion.” The rest of the number is rich in in- 
terest, among the articles being: “The Mort- 
gage Recording Tax,” “Agrarian Changes in 
the Middle West,” “A Neglected Factor in 
Race Suicide,” “Radical Democracy in 
France.” and “The Reconstruction of Ko- 
rea.

Street,” sailed this week 
for Spain, where he goes with a unique dis- 
tinction—as Minister from the Republic of 
Panama, accredited to both Spain and Italy. 


RicHarp and Cherry Kearton, the famous 
English naturalists and nature photographers, 
will publish through Cassell & Company in 
January “Kearton’s Nature Pictures.” The 
remarkable achievements of the Keartons in 
this direction are well known to naturalists 
throughout the English-speaking world; and 
this new work will contain hundreds of their 
finest nature studies, including twenty-four 
plates in full color and seventy-two full-page 
Rembrandt photogravures. 

Oxoto WATANNA, whose new book, 
“Tama,” was published this month, is the 
daughter of a Japanese mother and an Eng- 
lish father.

There are also treatments, not in 
the earlier editions, of such essential topics 
as: civil service reform, recent tendencies to- 
ward the increased use of the referendum 
and initiative in State legislation, modern 
forms of municipal administration, govern- 
ment by commission, etc. It is due to Mr. 
Bryce’s position that the people should be 
protected from purchasing, under the impres- 
sion that they are buying his latest revision 
= this great work, a book hopelessly out of 
ate.
